south will produce more cotton than It 
ever did, aud Its coal aud Iron resources 
will bu enormously developed, but the 
south Is for the present handicapped by 
dUturbed conditions and a disorganized 
labor system.

lie Store. Very Little Foud For 


la Winter. 


In Maine—In fact, all over New Eng 


land—red squirrels do not put by great 
hoards of any kind for winter use 
When a Maine red squirrel has fillet 
itself with acorns nnd beechnuts It 
will hide a few here and there—under 
leaves, in hollow logs, In cracks ol 
rifted trees and among stone heaps.' 


An average red squirrel, having the 


run of an oak grove In the fall of the 
year, may in the course of two weeks 
hide awny from two to four quarts ot 
acorils, though they will be in perhaps 
twenty different places, nnd In no in- 
stance which we have noted has anj 
nut been shelled. 


The squirrel which plans a board of 


nuts aud makes deliberate preparations 
for winter Is tbe little chipmunk, or 
striped squirrel, which seeks wluter 
quarters soon nfter heavy frosts and 
which remains iu hiding all winter. 
The chlpmuuks often hide as many as 
two quarts of shelled beechnuts In one 
place. Their storehouses nre, as a rule, 
under the ground, in sloping and sandy 
soil, the burrows having been dug with 
true engineering skill, so that no fresh- 
et can drown them out. 


It is believed that most observing 


woodsmen will say that the red squir- 
rels of this vicinity seldom make large 
caches of provisions for wluter con- 
sumption and never shell the stored 
nuts. In fact, the red species have no 
need to pay much heed to such matters, 
as they are abroad and active In the 
coldest days of winter as much as they 
are In midsummer, so precautions for 
food are not demanded. As the red 
squirrels subsist for a good part of the 
year upon tlie coues of pines aud 
eprucee, which bang to the limbs, they 
do not care how deep or hard the snow 
may be, feeling secure In finding all 
the food they want among the tree- 
tops.—Baugor News.

parts green. ,"U pounds. The second 
aud third materials mentioned will be 
used iu the manufacture of nrsenate ot' 
lead. One spraying will be ga'en just 
after the leaf buds break and before 
the blossoms open, a second just after 
the blossoms fall. For both of these 
parls green will be used, as Its parti- 
cles are heavy aud more readily settle 
into the tube at the blossom end of 
the apple, where SO per cent of the 
larvae of the codling moth feed before 
they enter the core. Two later spray- 
ings wiil be given with the tirsemitc of 
lead, the first from fifteen, to twenty 
days after the blossoms fall aud the 
last between the middle of July and 
the first of August to prevent the at- 
tack of the late brood of codling moths. 
With each of the four sprayings men- 
tioned the bordeaux, mixture will be 
used for the purpose of guarding' 
against the fungous diseases. This is 
made by dissolving one pound of cop- 
per sulphate iu eleven gallons of water 
and adding an equal weight of stone 
lime. The arsenate of lead mentioned 
Is sufficient for two sprayings of 2,050 
gallons each, or a pound to fifty-seven 
gallons of water. The -work will be 
doiie with a horsepower sprayer with 
a tank of 200 gallons capacity. The 
spraying Is done with the wind, which 
reduces the danger to the operator 
from the poison spray to practically 
nothing. A jumper, overalls, pair of 
gauntlet gloves and broad brimmed 
oiled hat complete the outlit. Numer- 
ous instances have come under our no- 
tice during the past year iu which 
sprayed orchards In localities where 
the practice was not common were the 
only ones to bear any marketable fruit. 
The time is at hand when, with tlie 
orchard as with every other Hue of ag- 
ricultural work, It is realized that the 
Tjest possible results are only obtaina- 
ble through tlie application of the most 
scientific and practical methods.

!f you have a grievance, by all means 
ry to have the matter settled by urbl- 
ratlon. If this fails, be satisfied with 
the first decision of the- court and quit,

ered merely for the sake of transfer- 
ing the contents of your pocketbook 
o their own and who, moreover, will 
drop your case like a hot' poker the 
minute, your ninney Is gone.

The House of .Representatives has 


passed the bill giving to the secretary 
of tbe treasury authority to issue gold 
certiflcateb iu denominations of uot less 
than $5, instead of not less than $20, as 
now provided:by law. It also gives to 
national banks authority to place lu cir- 
culutiou such portion of their circulat- 
ing notes iu the denomination of to as 
the secretary may authorize. 


It is reported that the Ooverment 


proposes to proceed against the Stau- 
dard Oil Co. uot ouly for alleged viola- 
tion of the Elkins anti-rebate law but 
also for disregard of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. Evideuce has beon obtained 
•which it is said tends to show that the 
Standard has beeu maintaining a mo- 
nopoly and restraiulug trade, which is 
distinctly prohibited by the Sherman 
act.

The Seuate baa amended the immi- 


gration law so that now uo emigrant 
can be admitted who cannot read some 
language and who does uot have at 
least twenty-five dollars ou his arrival. 
The tax on emigrants is varied from 
two to five dollars. There are many 
other amendments to tbe existing law 
Introduced to restrict emigration. In 
the course of the discussion the steam- 
ship companies were scored by many 
Senators, for biingiug in tbe large class 
of undesirable emigrants. 


There haa been much talk iu the 


papers of late about a new hotel for 
Newport. 
We hope it will materialize, 


but the real estate men aud many oth- 
ers are very skeptical about tbe project. 
The promoters of the scheme, as far as 
they are known, are not men to inspire 
confidence iu the success of the plan. 
A diligeut inquiry among those who 
ought to know fails to locate the sale 
of auy property iu the city for the loca- 
tion of such a hotel. It also fails to 
locate auy one who proposes to furnish 
the money. We greatly fear that for 
auother year, at least, we shall see only 
a "hotel ou paper." To our miud It is 
quite certain that uo big hotel will 
ariae iu Newport till the people of the 
city take hold of tbe matter themselves 
and put good money into it instead of 
sending it after wildcat schemes in 
some other sections of the country. 


Besides the charter the taxpayers of 


Newport will be called upon to vote on 
two other propositions on June 6tb; 
tbe oue to bond the city for {50,000 
for new sidewalks, and 
the other 


to purchase additional land on Broad- 
way adjoining tbe city asylum. 
Tbe 


first proposition, while a very desirable 
one, should have had coupled with it 
an appropriation for the improvement 
of Thames street. It would have then, 
lu all probability, been approved by 
the taxpayer*. As It Is Its adoption Is 
doubtful. 
Tbe aecond proposition to 


buy more land on Broadway for the 
city poor it all right In itself. Tbe laud 
ta also offered at a reaanuable figure, 
probably much cheaper than It cau be 
bought for a r»w yean hence. Ai a

80, warm wave 25 to 29, cool wave 28 
to June 1. Next disturbance will reach 
Pacific coast about May 30, cross west 
of Rockies country by close of 31, great 
central valleys June 1 to 3, eastern 
states 4. Warm wave will cross west 
of Rockies about May 30, great central 
valleys June 1, eastern states 3, Cool 
wave will cross west of Rockies about 
June 2, great central valleys 4j eaateru 
states 6. 


The distiuguishiug feature of this 


disturbance will be its great hot wave 
which will affect the whole continent, 
beginning iu the Pacilic states on or a 
little before June 1. This general hot 
period will cover this aud tbe following 
storm wave a moderate cool wave com- 
ing la between them aud will close 
within a fesv days of June 8'with se- 
vere storms followed by a great fall in 
temperature. This hot wave will cause 
alarm In the corn belt aud eastern part 
of cotton belt. 


Second disturbance of. June will

will develop more than the usual In- 
tensities and tbe iiiteresUug feature of 
thii laat disturbance will be tbe break- 
ing up of the hot wave aud a partial 
breaking of the drouth lu tbe corn belt. 
The storms of this disturbance will be 
more severe than those of the last oue 
but they are not expected to be very 
dangerous 


The hottest parts ot Juue will come 


the first week aud the last days of the 
month. From Juue 15 • to 26'the tem- 
peratures will average below normal, 
very cool not- far from 16 to 19. Tem- 
peratures of the month are expected to 
average much below normal iu north- 
east quarter of Uuited States and iu 
eastern Canada including vicinity of 
the great lakes aud much above nor- 
mal iu the southwest iucludiug all tbe 
territory adjacent to Texas. ' Iu other 
sections about normal.

Tbey were there- 
fore eliminated.

auieMment will really amount to.

"nuoioroua and flagrant violations of 
the- law aud discriminations by the 
railroads In favor of the Standard Oil 
Company". Be sa.v» tbat the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, despite the deuiai 
of Ms nflklulH, has been given absolute- 
ly nmiFHiuluble ami monopolistic con- 
trol of trie oil market. He points out 
some of the discriminations as follow*: 


Secret aud Demi-secret rates, dteorim- 


iuatlou iu the open arrangement of 
rates, diitcrimlnatinu iu classification 
aud rules of shipment and the (listctlm- 
iuatio* hi the treatment of private tank 
cars. 
He says that uufairneafl obvi- 


ously Is uot uecessarv when the Stand- 
ard snips at the higher aud tbe inde- 
pendent at tbe lower rate. A eaiuple 
of Ibis-ie-in the shipment of oil in bulk 
and lu barrels. The tank cars used by 
tbe blwidard where tbey do uot use 
pipe linen, are relumed: to them free of 
3hargC: The smaller producer who has 
to ship bin oil in barrels because; be 
does uot »wu tank cars, is charged the 
same freight ou Ibe barrels as on the 
oil, wblch amounts to nearly a 25 per 
cent, discrimination against him aud 
lie In forced to pay the eaiue freight on 
the return of his barrels if he is not 
able to sell them at tbe eud of the run, 
so that tbe discrimination lu treight 
charges really amount* to 50 per cent, 
ou this count alone. The reply i>f the 
Standard officials is that the small pro- 
ducer should o.wu his own tank cars, 
as the Standard does. But if be does, 
be very noun linds that the railroads 
iiave ways of lauding hl» cart) iu San 
FrauciacO'Wheu he wants them iu New 
York- 


Mr. Garfleld reiterates his assertion 
hat the discrimination iu freight rates 
meanti a saving to the Standard of nuu- 
dreds of thousands of dollara annually. 
He declares that to effectively conceal 
;he lower rates they have giveu to the 
Standard, the railroads bave used pe- 
juliar methods of billing and account- 
ing. 
He says that shipments bave 


beeu. falsely waybilled at tbe published 
rates and freight charges collected at 
the lower rates. Rates bave been made 
for the express purpose of letting the 
Standard into certain markets and for 
keepiug competitors out. If Mr. Gar- 
field adds, the law prohibits the ob- 
taining of a certain advantage by a 
specific device aud tbe same result Is 
obtained lu a different way, tbeu tbe 
law Is faulty aud its justice is a sbam. 


Altogether tbe Commissioner shows 


rilmself uo mean hand at toyiug with 
(be Muck Rake, but he sbows tbat as 
Jommlfwlouer Clements put it in the 
Interstate Commerce bearing, tbat "If 
the Standard Is muck, there la uo good 
rearou why it should not be raked." 
In fact,-Mr. Garfleld comes out as tbe 
Ida Tarbell of the Administration and 
it la probable tbat tbe railroad and 
Standard Oil officials will keep quiet 
after this blast for fear a wnrae thing 
befall them. 


Much more than usual Interest has 


attached to tbe meeting here this week 
of tbe National Association for the 
Study aud Prevention of Tuberculosis. 
This association resulted from the ap 
polutmeut of tbe commission by the 
President to Inquire into tbe subject 
and the meeting this week brought to- 
gether some of the greatest medical 
men from all over the country interest- 
ed iu the preventiou of the diseases. It 
was a subject that kuows uo limita- 
tion of color, creed or clime, and the 
proceedings of the Association were iu- 
teresiiug iu detail. The most import- 
ant conclusion reached, however, was 
that the check of consumption iu this 
cuuutry could be the result ouly of a 
campaign of education that would 
reach every peraou iu the laud. It wad 
staled that couautnptlou la neither he- 
reditary uor contagious, though it cau 
be aud is conveyed from tbe patient to 
the rest of tbe community if he does 
not follow certain lines and destroy the 
sputa that carries tbe contagion broad- 
cast. Tbe Association decided to en- 
list the aid of tbe school 
teachers 


throughout the laud and get them to 
help teaching both acholarVand parents 
what tuberculosis really is, bow it may 
be conveyed and how it is to be avoid- 
ed. The Association hasa large amount 
of literature on tbe subject that it is 
ready to distribute ou application.

THE POWER OF PARDON 


For Condemned Man 


CluliH8 That It l»m'S Not Best 
With the (iorcruor Alone—Mrs 
Freeman Breaki* Long Silence 


Boston, May 25.—James H. Vahey, 


senior counsel for Charles I,. Tucker, 
who is under sentence to die during the 
week of Juue 10 for the murder of Ma- 
bel Page, called upon Governor Guild 
and later filed a statement contending 
that the power of pardon, or refusal to 
pardon, was. In his opinion, vested 
Jointly in the governor and his execu- 
tive council, and tbe governor must, as 
a matter of law, refer all petitions to 
the council. 


The governor has 'called a special 


meeting of the council and will ask his 
advisory board for authority to request 
the supreme court 
of the common- 


wealth for an opinion on the question 
of law suggested by Vahey. 
As- ad- 


mitted by Vahey, the practice for many 
years has beeu for governors to refer 
to the executive council only such petl 
tions as they snw fit. Of tbe great num- 
ber' of petitions annually presented, but 
a small number has been so referred. 


The governor and Vahey agreed that. 


Irrespective of tile merits of the Tuck- 
er case, or of the future action of the 
governor, it Is desirable as a matter ol 
precedent to have the law definitely in- 
terpreted. The hearing on the Tucker 
case which was to have been held on 
Saturday has 
therefore • beeu post- 


poned. 


The bearing was to have been for the 


purpose of having the judges decide 
as to the value of the new evidence 
which counsel for. the condemned man 
claim to have iu their possession. The 
judges were to consider the matter 
solely by request of Governor Guild, 
and their only duty was to bo that of 
making a report to the governor regard- 
Ing the facts submitted. 


The case at this time is beyond the 


jurisdiction of the courts, and if the 
evidence is found to be of such a nature 
that iu their mind a new trial should 
take, place they would not have the au- 
thority to order it.

mal matter, tiie.se eiitomostraca are 
converted Into tlie food fishes of Ihe 
world by one remove, being tirst assim- 
ilated by the herrings, then absorbed 
by the tunny, cod, mackerel and other 
fishes which follow herring shoals and 
prey upon the latter. 
They mainly 


swini on the surface of the water, ana 
It Is the search of them In tills position 
which brings tlie shoals of herrings to 
the surface. Their countless numbers 
are also augmented by the microscopic 
larvae of lixed shells, such as the bar- 
nacle, which bei'lns life In this form 
first as a one eyed swimming crusta- 
cean. then growing a pair of eyes an 
finally utlixing itself.

It Is an error to think that tlie chem 


leal composition of the air differs es 
ftentially wherever the sample may be 
taken. Tbe relation of oxygen to nitro- 
gen and other constituents Is the sami 
whether it is on the heights of the Alps 
or at the surface of the sea. Tbe fa 
vorable effects, therefore, of a change 
of air are not to be explained by any 
difference In the proportions of its 
gaseous constituents. The Important 
difference ia the bacteriological one 
The air of high altitudes contains no 
microbes and is, In fact, sterile, while 
near tbe. ground and some hundred 
feet about It microbes are abundant. 
In the air of towns and crowded places 
not only does the microbe Impurity In- 
crease, but other Impurities, such as 
the products of combustion of coal, ac- 
crue also.. 


Several 
investigators 
have 
found 


traces of hydrogen and certain hydro- 
carbons In tlie air, especially In pine, 
oak and birch forests. 
It is to tfiese 


bodies, doubtless constating of traces 
of essential oils, that the curative ef- 
fects of certain health resorts are trac- 
ed. Thus the locality of a fir forest Is 
said to give relief In diseases of the 
respiratory tracts. But these traces of 
essential oils and aromatic product 
must be counted, strictly speaking, as 
Impurities, since they are apparently 
not necessary constituents of the air. 


Recent analysis has shown that these 


bodies tend to disappear In tbe air as 
a higher altitude Is reached until they 
disappear altogether. It would seem, 
therefore, that microbes, hydrocarbons 
and entities other than oxygen and 
nitrogen, and perhaps also argon, are 
only incidental to the neighborhood of 
human Industry, animal life and damp 
vegetation.—Chicago .Chronicle.

The district 
of iLbkUchehir, Asia Minor, supplies 
the whole uf the meerschaum used 
throughout the world, aud the .indus- 
try gives employment (o about four 
thousajid persuus, mainly Kurds and 
Persians. The be,-t yield is obtained 
from mines, but .-upplles are also still 
obtained from the sea. 


The methods of working are primi- 


tive, and iio attempt is made lo secure 
immunity from accidents, althuugli 
Ihese occur from lime to time. Hatches 
of fioui three to tlfteen workmen are 
set to sink a well about one metre in 
diameter, and no proppiug-up is effect- 
ed until they strike, at a depth of 
twenty, forly or even sixty metres, u 
bed of red clay, iu which is found meer- 
schaum mixed 
with serpeuiine 
iu 


pieces ranging from the hazel nut to 
that of an apple. The extraction of 
these pieces is often attended with great 
dirUcullles, but work is carried ou day 
and night. 


When purchased by the wholesale 


merchants the meershauin is humid, 
heavy and of a yellowish tinge. It has, 
therefore, to be dried, either iu the sun 
or iu a kiln, according to the season of 
the year. Tills causes two-thirds to 
waste away, but turns it a snow-white 
color. It in afterwards rubbed with 
hot water aud »aud, aud finally pol- 
ished wilii wax, and is then ready to 
be placed on the market.
